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6,000 Marines, Seabees

SAIGON (UPI)—A task force 
of 6,000 Marines and Navy Sea­ 
bees 
landed 
today 
350 miles 
northeast of Saigon to build a 
new American airbase. More 
U.S. 
Army paratroopers flew 
into two air bases outside Sai­ 
gon, 
bringing 
U.S. 
troop 
strength in Viet Nam to 41,500. 


There were no incidents, but 
a military spokesman disclosed 
the Viet Cong launched its larg­ 
est attack of the year Thurs­ 
day. A two-pronged assault hit 
a 
camp 
for 
Roman 
Catholic 
refugees in the Mekong Delta 
south of Saigon and an airbase 
where U.S. helicopters were re­ 
fuelling nearby. 


Casualties Listed 


The helicopters armed with 
rockets and machineguns took 
off and silenced the Viet Cong 
mortars shelling their field at 
Camau 
before 
tho 
Reds 
in­ 
flicted 
any damage. 
But the 
Communist force hitting nearby 
Bai 
Yen killed 48 defenders, 
wounded 77 and possibly cap­ 
tured 30 others listed as miss­ 
ing. 
At the same time. 50 more 
planeloads of paratroopers and 
equipment flew into Bien Boa 
and Vung Tau airbuses near 
Saigon. A spokesman said 1.600 
landed Thursday. He was not 
sure how many landed today. 
The brigade totals 3.500 men.

The twisters struck seven 
towns in a 100-mile stretch in 
western Oklahoma between Sen­ 
tinel and Hollis. 


The tornadoes which roared 
north of Minneapolis Thursday 
night clawed at a dozen towns. 
They came less than a month

Melting Pot Of Friendliness

(EDITORS NOTE: This is the fourth in a series 
by Courier-Times staff writers which will explore 
Levittown^ origin and changing scene.) 


How would you describe the inhabitant of Lev­ 
ittown? Does he have recognizable traits that im­ 
mediately distinguish him from residents of — say 
Fairless Hills or Newtown or New Hope, or any 
other small community or town? 


What is he like, this dweller in the most fam­ 
ous mass-produced community in the world? Is 
lie moral, amoral or immoral? What are his atti­ 
tudes toward himself, his neighbors and the out­ 
side world? 


Not Always Easy 


These questions are natural enough to ask 
about the residents of any unique community. The 
answers are not always so easy to find. Perhaps 
there are no answers. In some communities there 


are perhaps no distinguishing traits, no real com­ 
munity of interests, tastes or habits that can dis­ 
tinguish their inhabitants from the inhabitants of 
a nearby town or city. 


So it seems to be with Levittown, at least after 
talking to scores of long-time Levittowners, in­ 
cluding ministers and police officials, and after 
studying statistics and records. 


The question is then reduced to the elementary: 
is there such a thing as a Levittowner? In a 
physical sense, yes; in a sociological sense, ap­ 
parently not. He’s just not very different from 
his neighbors in other communities — in customs, 
habits, mores, sex-life, or what have you. 


Proud Of Community 


In his attitude toward himself and his com­ 
munity, he may differ from the resident of long- 
established municipalities like Philadelphia or 
Newtown, but he would not differ essentially from 
residents of other medium cost, mass-produced
